ASCENSION 


The name given to Jesus’ return to heaven after 
His resurrection. 


ATONEMENT 


Satisfactory payment for sin or injury. The death

One who punishes some one for the wrong he 
has done. 


AX 


A stone or iron instrument fastened to a handle. 
It is used for chopping.
